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More  than  100  parents,  teach¬ 
ers,  students  and  community 
people  carrie  out  on  May  18  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  goals  and 
priorities  for  Aptos  Junior  High. 

Those  at  the  conference  sought 
to  reach  a  consensus  in  2 
important  areas:  What  are  the 
things  that  are  keeping  Aptos 
from  doing  the  job  it  should  do  for 
the  students?”  and 

What  should  Aptos  be  doing  for 
the  students?  When  students 
graduate  from  the  school:  What 
knowledge  should  they  have? 
What  skills  should  they  have? 
What  kinds  of  attitudes  should 
they  have? 

Each  and  every  San  Francisco 
school  has  held  or  will  hold  a 
community  conference  of  this 
kind.  Vasconciellos’  legislation, 
known  as  “Education  for  the 
People”  makes  mandatory  these 
efforts  to  involve  the  school 
community  in  the  formulation  of 
educational  goals  and  priorities.

Let's  Meet— Capt.  John  O'Rourke

Captain  O’Rourke,  in  charge  of 
Ingleside  Police  Station,  is  a  no- 
nonsense  sort  of  man.  He  doesn’t 
really  like  to  talk  about  himself; 
but  he’ll  talk  about  his  men. 

He  was  happy  to  talk  about  the 
way  three  of  them  volunteered 
their  Sunday  off  one  week  in  April 
to  stake  out  an  area  of  OMI 
around  St.  Michael’s  Church 
where  there  had  been  a  series  of 
strongarm  street  robberies. 

The  men  were  in  position 
before  7:30  mass,  concealed 
nearby  with  a  clear  view  of 
approaches  to  the  church,  in¬ 
cluding  a  pedestrian  overpass 
with  both  ends  masked  by 
bushes.  A  man  coming  from 
church  a  little  after  eight  crossed 
the  overpass,  quickly  followd  by 
three  other  men.  Out  of  sight  and 
hearing  of  the  stake-out,  they

demanded  his  money  and,  when 
he  had  none,  knocked  him  down, 
kicking  and  beating  him.  When 
an  officer  saw  the  three  running 
back  across  the  overpass  the 
police  moved  in  fast,  while  the 
victim  got  up  and  ran  after  his 
attackers. 

In  line-up  the  three  men  were 
identified  by  seven  different 
robbery  victims,  three  of  whom 
had  been  hospitalized. 

The  Captain  has  recommended 
meritorious  service  awards  for 
Sgt.  Daniel  Howard  (an  OMI 
resident)  and  Officers  Horace 
Young  and  Dennis  Schardt.  He 
says,  “I’m  proud  of  the  men  I 
work  with.” 

About  such  crimes,  he  says, 
“There’s  no  shortage  of  bad  guys. 
We  deploy  our  men  as  best  we 
can  to  cover  the  problems;  but 
unfortunately  our  resources  are 
limited.” 

John  O’Rourke  was  a  kid  in  this 
area  himself,  in  the  Mission  and 
Ocean  View  areas,  but  he 
shrugged  off  questions  about 
those  years:  “The  usual  things 
you  did,  growing  up  in  San 
Francisco:  sports,  going  to 
dances  and  around  town.  I  wasn’t 
an  angel,  but  I  never  got  in  real 
trouble,  either.” 

He  played  baseball  three  years 
for  St.  Ignatius,  a  no-nonsense 
sort  of  school,  with  four  years 
each  of  Latin,  English,  religion 
and  math.  The  math  was  what  he 
enjoyed,  did  best  and  put  to 
greatest  use.  He  had  two  years  at 
USF,  majoring  in  economics, 
before  going  into  service  in  World 
War  II  for  three  years.  Starting  in 
the  infantry,  he  transferred  to  air 
corps  training  and  becanje  a 
navigator  in  B29’s,  which  carried 


him  to  both  the  European  Theater 
of  Operations  and  the  China- 
Burma-India  area. 

In  35  years  in  the  San  Francisco 
police  he’s  worked  in  every 
station  and  unit,  including  three 
years’  mounted  duty  in  the  park 
and  beach  areas.  As  to  changes  in 
problems  and  methods,  he  says 
that  there  have  been  technical 
advances  for  the  police  and  the 
wrong -doers  alike.  The  basic  unit 
on  both  sides  is  still  the  human 
individual.  He  says  of  the  system 
which  returns  almost  instant 
information  on  cars,  drivers  and 
known  offenders,  “It’s  handy.” 
But  before  he  get  the  CABLE 
computer  analysis  of  crime  sta¬ 
tistics  he  has  already  read  the 
reports  on  activity  in  the  Ingle¬ 
side  district,  making  his  own 
computations  of  patterns  of 
events  and  calculating  for  dif¬ 
ferences  in  individual  officers’ 
personalities. 

Judged  by  the  stack  of  reports 
he  indicated,  it’s  lucky  he  reads 
fast.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  aside 
from  spectator  sports,  that’s  his 
favorite  pastime.  What  sort  of 
reading?  Some  of  everything:  a 
little  escape,  some  history, 
sports.  I’d  read  the  phone  book  if 
I  had  nothing  else.” 

John  O’Rourke  is  a  family 
man,  his  wife,  Lorene,  an  active 
worker  in  St.  Cecellia’s  parish, 
his  five  children,  two  girls  and 
three  boys  ranging  in  age  from  26 
to  16,  growing  one  by  one  out  of 
the  home.  The  eldest  son  is  in  the 
Navy,  the  two  youngest,  a  girl  at 
City  College  and  a  boy  at  Drew 
Academy.

With  Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 

May  I  remind  all  senior  citizen  homeowners  of  the  OMI  to  apply  for 
the  State  Senior  Citizen  Property  Tax  Assistance  program? 

This  little-publicized  program  is  designed  to  assist  all  senior  citizens 
who  own  their  own  home  by  reimbursing  them  a  portion  of  their 
property  tax  payments.  The  Property  Tax  Assistance  Program  is  the 
result  of  the  1972  legislative  tax  reform  package  designed  to  take  the 
burden  off  the  beleaguered  property  taxpayer,  and  especially  the 
elderly  homeowner  on  a  fixed  income. 

You  will  not  receive  an  official  notice  from  the  State  Franchise  Tax 
Board  announcing  your  eligibility.  It  is  up  to  you  to  apply  for  the 
property  tax  reimbursement.  Please  do  not  confuse  this  State 
program  with  the  $1750  City  Homeowners  Property  Tax  Exemption 
program,  for  which  I  hope  you  have  already  filed:  These  are  two 
entirely  different  programs! 

Since  the  refund  is  substantial  for  most  senior  citizen  homeowners 
on  fixed  incomes,  I  urge  you  to  apply  even  if  you  believe  you  may  not 
qualify. 

To  Qualify:  1.  Person  must  be  62  years  of  age  on  or  before  January 
1,1974. 

2.  Be  a  resident  of  California  on  or  before  Januarv  1 
1974. 

3.  Own  and  occupy  the  home  on  which  assistance  is 
claimed. 

4.  Have  a  yearly  household  income  of  $10,000  or  less. 
(All  income  must  be  reported  including  Social 
Security  and  Social  Services  payments.) 

5.  Beginning  this  year,  elderly  homeowners  receiving 
public  assistance  are  also  eligible  for  property  tax 
assistance.

Board  Briefs 

By  GENEVIEVE  JEFFERSON,  Secretary  of  OMI-CA 

The  Board  of  Directors  took  action  ordering  a  letter  written  to 
Mayor  Alioto  with  copies  to  the  Police  Commission,  Chief  of  Police, 
and  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  urging  that  action  be  taken  to 
schedule  civil  service  examinations  for  policemen  which  would  make 
possible  more  policemen  on  the  streets.  A  number  of  minority 
candidates  have  taken  training  for  civil  service  examinations,  and  are 
ready  to  take  the  examination  for  policeman  when  one  is  scheduled. 
There  has  been  no  examination  in  approximately  two  years. 

Representatives  from  the  Parents  Club  at  Sloat  appeared  before  the 
Board  telling  of  their  efforts  to  have  that  school  set  up  as  an  Early 
Childhood  Education  School  and  asking  the  support  of  the  OMI 
Community  Association.  There  are  10  such  schools  in  San  Francisco 
but  none  in  the  OMI  area.  Because  this  was  a  complicated  and 
somewhat  controversial  matter  the  Board  was  reluctant  to  act  without 
further  information.  They  referred  the  matter  to  the  Education 
Committee  for  evaluation.  That  Committee,  after  studying  the  matter, 
reported  back  recommending  that  the  Board  approve  this  program 
with  the  provision  that  a  Parent  Education  Program  be  included  and 
this  was  done. 

There  has  been  a  good  deal  of  interest  in  development  of  a  Youth 
Center  in  the  OMI  area.  However,  the  Board  was  reminded  that  the 
Ocean  View  gym  is  outstanding  in  Northern  California,  has  excellent 
staff  and  equipment,  yet  is  not  being  utilized  fully.  It  was  agreed  that 
steps  should  be  taken  to  work  with  the  Recreation  Park  Department 
staff  and  if  necessary  to  secure  added  police  coverage  to  make  this 
area  more  desirable  rather  than  to  seek  another  site. 

The  President  of  OMI-CA  has  been  meeting  with  representatives  of 
the  Mayor  in  the  effort  to  develop  jobs  for  youth  in  this  area.  Last  year 
there  were  200  such  jobs.  This  year’s  plans  are  not  yet  finalized.  There 
is  need  for  a  job  site  and  a  supervisor,  preferably  a  college  student. 
More  information  should  be  available  in  about  two  weeks. 

Mrs.  Avis  Bateman,  a  Quality  Reviewer  with  the  Social  Security 
Administration  is  the  most  recent  Board  member.  She  has  previously 
been  active  in  the  community  and  now  brings  her  many  talents  to 
serve  on  the  Board  of  Directors.

BETHEL  LUTHERAN 
AIDS  RETARDED  ADULTS

Three  years  ago,  we  “dis¬ 
covered”  that  in  the  Outer 
Mission  and  Ingleside  District  of 
San  Francisco  there  is  a  dispro¬ 
portionately  large  number  of 
mentally  retarded  resident 
adults.  The  people  of  Bethel 
Lutheran  Church,  2525  Alemany 
Blvd.,  felt  that  they  not  only  had 
the  resources  but  the  will  to 
provide  some  help  for  these 
people. 

We  began  with  a  Sunday  School 
program  which  soon  grew  to 
numbers  greater  than  could  be 
handled.  We  decided  to  begin  a 
conventional  day  care  center  — 
but  with  some  unique  features. 

The  emphasis  at  the  Bethel 
Center  for  the  Developmentaliy 
Disabled  is  to  provide  a  place 
where  each  person  is  accepted 
and  can  develop  not  only  his  skills 
but  his  individual  identity.  Basics 
such  as  reading,  counting,  telling 
time,  learning  money  exchanges, 
etc.,  are  taught  to  those  capable. 
Handcrafts  are  shown  for  plea¬ 
sure  as  well  as  development  of 
coordination  and  occupational 
skills.  Bethel’s  mini -gym  serves 
for  leisure  recreation  plus  de¬ 
velopment  of  stamina  and  physi¬ 
cal  adeptness. 

The  social  life  of  the  students  is 
important  and  a  sense  of  family 
at  the  school  helps  them  to  feel 
needed  and  wanted.  We  also  aim 
to  help  this  “family”  learn  to 
function  better  within  the  com¬ 
munity,  making  use  of  services 
available  through  stores,  public 


transportation,  entertainment, 
etc. 

The  first  distinctive  feature  of 
the  school  is  our  commitment  to 
the  religious  education  of  these 
students. 

Another  unique  aspect  of  the 
Bethel  Center  is  that  the  school 
has  a  living  involvement  in  the 
life  of  the  congregation.  Numer¬ 
ous  people  of  the  congregation 
come  to  share  a  skill,  a  hobby,  a 
pet,  etc.;  the  class  participates  in 
Christmas  programs,  picnics  and 
other  congregational  functions. 
Our  church  belongs  to  them,  and 
the  members  become  a  part  of 
their  larger  family.  This  of 
course  opens  a  new  world  of 


possibilities  for  growth  on  both 
sides. 

In  the  future  we  hope  to 
investigate  a  program  whereby 
employers  may  contract  with  the 
Center  to  employ  our  students,  to 
provide  spending  money  for 
them.  We  are  excited  about  this 
prospect  and  anxious  to  see  how 
we  will  grow  with  it. 

One  of  our  immediate  goals  is 
to  expand  Bethel  Center’s  pro¬ 
gram  by  taking  in  new  students 
so  that  by  early  1975  we  might 
have  2  programs  in  operation, 
each  with  from  8  to  10  students. 

The  congregation,  through  the 
support  of  the  Lutheran  Church, 
has  both  the  desire  and  the  means 
to  expand,  if  the  need  is  clearly 
seen.  We  encourage  interested 
people  to  either  visit  the  Center 
or  to  call  for  further  information.

FIND  A  POT  AND  FILL  H

During  the  long  hot  OMI  summers,  as  the  warm 
breezes  from  the  Japanese  Current  waft  gently 
over  our  sun  kissed  hills,  a  rich  and  simply 
prepared  dish  from  the  Levant,  served  with  a 
favorite  green  or  fresh  fruit  salad,  eases  the 
burden  of  the  day,  and  colors  our  life  with  the  idyllic  image 
peaceful  Mediterranean  existence,  ow  much  more  poetic  and 
palatable  this  wishful  description  than  ...  “As  the  westerly  wind  from 
the  Japanese  Current  wraps  our  hillsides  in  a  deathly  damp  grey 
shroud.”  However,  what  we  lack  in  sunshine  during  the  summer  we 
make  up  for  with  an  equally  bright  disposition  generated,  no  doubt,  by 
the  fact  that  while  outlying  areas  are  sweltering  in  the  heat  and  smog 
we  can  escape  into  our  gray  refuge.  This  months  offering  from  Mary 
Assily  is  equally  at  home  in  either  climate,  although  it  does  have 
Middle  East  origins. 


UPSIDE  DOWN  MEAT  AND  RICE 

1  eggplant,  peeled  and  sliced  V2”  thick,  OR  1  cauliflower 

broken  into  pieces 

1%  lbs.  ground  beef  or  lamb 

2  tsp.  salt 

Me  tsp  pepper 

‘4  tsp.  allspice 

1  clove  garlic,  minced 

Me  cup  chopped  onion 

2  cups  long-grain  rice,  soaked  10  min.  in  water 

Fry  vegetables  in  hot  oil  until  golden  brown;  drain  on  paper  towels. 
Pour  off  excess  oil  and  brown  meat  and  onions.  Add  seasonings  and 
garlic.  In  a  large,  heavy  pot,  place  the  meat  and  onions  on  bottom; 
next,  layer  the  vegetable  and  then  add  the  soaked,  drained  rice.  Slowly 
add  4  cups  boiling  water;  do  not  stir., Bring  to  boil,  cover,  and  simmer 
until  water  is  absorbed.  Turn  off  heat  and  let  stand,  covered,  for  15 
minutes.  Invert  on  a  round  platter.  Let  stand  10  minutes  more. 
Remove  pan  slowly  so  that  rice  does  not  lose  shape  of  pan.  Garnish 
with  parsley.  Serve  with  red  or  chilled  white  wine. 


When  1  tried  this  recipe,  I  just  lined  the  pan  with  the  eggplant  skin, 
purple  side  down,  for  added  color.

Many  Services  For 
Senior  Citizens 

By  BILL  FULLER 
Mr.  Jack  McKay  from  the  San 
Francisco  Council  of  Churches 
was  the  guest  speaker  at  the  May 
meeting  of  the  OMI  Ecumenical 
Parish. 

The  Council  of  Churches  has  for 
the  past  two  years  been  awarded 
the  contract  for  the  Geriatric 
Services  program  of  District  V 
Mental  Health.  This  program 
encompasses  the  OMI  area.  Jack 
is  in  charge  of  the  program.  He 
was  accompanied  by  two  of  his 
staff,  David  Cross  and  Mary 
Alice  Stevenson. 

Jack  pointed  out  that  San 
Francisco  has  a  high  proportion 
of  senior  citizens;  the  Geriatric 
Services  contract  provides  for 
three  distinct  programs  for  the 
elderly. 

First,  is  the  home  evaluation 
team.  This  team  is  composed  of 
three  professional  people  —  a 
social  worker,  a  nurse  and  a 
psychiatrist.  Their  purpose  is  to 
go  into  the  homes  of  elderly 
people  who  are  having  problems 
and  to  mobilize  the  services  of  the 
community  to  help  them  solve 
these  problems.  In  many  cases 
the  problem  is  inadequate  nutri¬ 
tion.  Referrals  come  from  friends 
or  relatives  or  even  the  police. 

The  second  program  is  the  day 
center  for  older  adults.  This  is  a 
geriatric  and  psychiatric  treat¬ 
ment  center.  It  operates  five  days 
a  week  at  43rd  Avenue  and 
Noriega  in  the  Sunset  area.  This 
center  works  with  older  persons 
who  are  emotionally  disturbed 
providing  them  with  a  number  of 
services  including  a  socialization 
program. 

The  third  program  is  a  sociali¬ 
zation  and  enrichment  program

for  the  residential  care  for  the 
ambulatory  aged  homes  located 
in  the  area.  These  are  private 
homes  that  provide  care  for  up  to 
six  older  persons  that  have  either 
physical  or  emotional  problems 
that  prevent  them  from  living  in 
their  own  homes.  Geriatric  Ser¬ 
vices  attempts  to  provide  pro¬ 
grams  for  the  people  located  in 
these  homes  on  a  regular  basis. 
There  are  five  of  these  homes  in 
the  OMI  area. 

The  Council  of  Churches  also 
provides  a  number  of  other 
programs  for  seniors  in  San 
Francisco.  The  first  and  probably 
the  most  well  known  is  the  senior 
activities  center  program.  There 
are  three  such  centers  in  the 
OMI.  Each  of  them  meets  once  a 
week. 

In  addition,  the  Council  spon¬ 
sors  the  friendly  visitor  program, 
the  RSVP  (Retired  Senior  Volun¬ 
teer  Program),  a  pilot  program 
in  the  Sunset  which  supplies 
information  to  senior  citizens,  a 
pre-retirement  program  and  a 
senior  aide  service.

tion,  so  the  main  problems 
involve  youth.”  The  problems  of 
hard  drugs  and  sale  of  marijuana 
are  no  greater  or  less  here  than  is 
to  be  expected  today.  As  else¬ 
where,  the  policeman  has  to  work 
within  the  system  bounded  by  the 
laws,  the  judges  and  changing 
attitudes.;  he  can’t  do  much  for 
the  underlying  problems. 

When  asked  about  a  picture  for 
the  OMI  News,  the  Captain 
offered  instead  one  of  Officer 
Schardt,  one  of  the  heroes  of  the 
stakeout,  who  had  just  come  into 
the  room,  a  man  about  25  years 
his  junior. 

As  the  interviewer  left,  saying, 
“You’ll  get  your  copies  of  the 
paper  as  usual,”  Captain 
O’Rourke  warned,  “I’ll  probably 
blue-pencil  it!”
